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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-2, 12-13, 77-79, 82-83, 85-92, and 94-99 are pending. 

2. After mailing of the notice allowance, the following typographical errors were noted. This 
supplemental Examiner's Amendment is to correct such. Specifically, the "6-40" in claim 78, line 
3 as stated in the previous Examiner's Amendment at page 3 should have been "8-40" instead of 
"6-40". Claim 85 is amended to correct the dependency from claim 82 because claim 84, which 
was depended from claim 82, has been canceled.
